WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP) 
—The White House today made 
public a statement by Repre- 
sentative Adam Powell (Dem.), 
New York, retracting an asser- 
tion that President Eisenhower 
had told Powell he favored 
jailing anyone who disobeys 
court orders to desegregate 


schools. 

Powell, addressing an Eisen- 
hower rally in Harlem Oct. 15, 
said that in a White House talk 
Oct. 11 he asked what the Pres- 
ident would advocate “in the 
event that a school district re- 
fused to obey that decision.” 

The Negro Congressman 
quoted Eisenhower as replying: 

“Mr. Powell, I advocate that 
the federal court shall get fed- 
eral marshals, swear in deputies 
if they need them, go out and 
arrest anyone who refuses to 
obey their orders, bring them 
befere the court, try them for 
contempt, and if they’re guilty 
put them ‘in prison.” 

After his Oct. 11 meeting 
with Mr. Eisenhower Powell in- 
dorsed the President for a sec- 
ond term. 
| Today James C. Hagerty, 
|White House press secretary, 
‘said Powell had sent him the 
following statement and author- 
| ized its release: 
| “J want to correct a mistake 
made by me a Week ago last 
Saturday, when I delivered an 
extemporaneous speech at an 
open air rally in New York, 
quoting the President at our 
meeting on Oct. 11. 

“T want to set the record 
straight by stating that he did 
not make the remarks an en- 
forcement of school integration 
which I attributed to him.

cost of living and as sound a 
dollar as the country has ever 
had.” 

Answering Democratic cam- 
paign statements that the cost 
of living is now at a record 
high, Humphrey conceded that 
this is true. But he declared 
the major part of the advance 
since 1939 occurred under Dem- | 
ocratic administrations. 


Comparative Figures. 

During the 13-year period, 
1939-1952, the cost of a dollar's 
worth of daily necessities in- 
creased from $1 to $1.92, under 
“deliberately inflationary” Dem- 
ocratic policies, he said. Since 
then, he added, the cost of liv- 
ing has advanced only 4.5 cents 
as a result of stabilizing poli- 
cies of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. 

He declared President Eisen- | 
hower has achieved the three 
major pledges he made in 1952 
—to bring peace, restore 
ernmental solvency and 
enterprise, and promote 
health and welfare of 
people. 

He praised Mr. Eisenhower 
for halting the Kcfean war, and 
declared the President “seized 
the initiative” in disarmament 
and peacetime uses of atomic 
energy. 

Humphrey said the Republi- 
can administration reduced tax- 
es, cut federal spending, stabil- 
ized the national debt and fos- 
tered policies which have pro- 
duced “the greatest period of 
prosperity that our fast-growing 
and now unhobbled economy 
has ever known.” 

The President also fulfilled 
his promise to promote ‘‘a more 
abundant life,” the Secretary 
said, giving the nation record 
highs in employment, wages and 
production 

Assails Stevenson. 

Humphrey attacked Steven- 
son, although he did not men- 
tion the Democratic candidate 
for President by name, as a 
man “whose reputation § rests 
almost entirely on words and 
phrases.” He said Stevenson's 
record “is filled with things he 
says he will do, and almost en- 
tirely lacking in things he has 
done.” 

The speaker drew the loudest 
applause from his listeners when 
he said that Stevenson “has 
allowed himself to be made over 
almost completely by the poli- 
ticians between 1952 and 1956, 
and gone directly from talking 
over the people’s heads to un- 
derestimating the people's in- 
telligence.”’ 

When Humphrey asked the 
crowd if they wanted “this 
man” to replace President Eis- 
enhower, the partisan audience 
responded with shouts of ‘‘no.” 

The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, one of the country’s top 
industrialists when he entered 
the Cabinet, arrived late yes- 
terday by plane from Washing- 
ton. He was accompanied by 
Mrs. Humphrey. A reception 
committee headed by Chapin S. 
Newhard, St. Louis broker and 
chairman of the fund-raising 
dinner, greeted them on their 
arrival.

A survey by a team of New 
York Times reporters indicated 
that the Pennsylvania presiden- 
tial contest is very close indeed, 
and could go either way. There 
is a perceptible lessening of 
Gen. Eisenhower’s 1952 strength, 
when he carried the state by 
approximately 270,000 votes, 
polling 52.7 per cent of the 
4,580,000 votes cast. 

Three Eisenhower Talks. 

The closeness of the race and 
its importance are underlined 
by the fact that President 
E'senhower, while limiting his 
c-mpaign travels this year, is 
planning a third trip to Penn- 
s¥ylvenia. He opened the cam- 
paizgn with a speech at his farm 
near Gettysburg and later spoke 
in- Pittsburgh. He is coming to 
the state again on Nov. 1, to bid 
fot the Philadelphia vote. 

For Adlai E. Stevenson, the 
Democratic candidate, this is 
the “make or break” state on 
which his White House hopes 
rest. His managers frankly con- 
cede that he cannot win without 
the big bloc of 32 electoral votes 
that go with victory in Penn- 
sylvania. 

Some Democratic “coattails’ 
also figured in the Pennsylvania 
situation, but they are provided, 
not by Stevenson, but by the 
Democratic senatorial candi- 
date, Joseph S. Clark. Until 
recently Clark was the reform 
Mayor of Philadelphia. 

Clark Clearly Leading. 

This state has sent only two 
Remocratic Senators to Wash- 
ington in a century, but it ap- 
pears on the verge of sending 
another. Clark is clearly lead- 
ing for the seat now held by 
Senator James H. Duff, a Re- 
publican who has feuded with 
almost every major state Repub- 
lican leader. 

Many Republicans hope Sen- 
ator Duff will lose. Most Re- 
publicans concede it would take 
a whopping Eisenhower major- 
ity to save Duff. Not a few 
add, “There will be few tears 
shed in this office if he isn't 
saved.” 

Polls in every section of 
the state demonstrate Clark’s 
strength. The Democratic hope 
is that Clark will rug so strong 
that he will carry Stevenson to 
victory in the state with him. 

Times repcrters, seeking out 
voters at random, found Mr. 
Eisenhower's popularity — still 
high, particularly among women.

Voters Shifting Away. — 

But there were voters shift- 
ing away from him. Many men- 
tioned their concern about his 
health and the possibility that

In Philadelphia, a blonde 
hotisewife set forth her views 
vigorously: 

“I'll tell you the truth,” she 
said. “I’m changing to Steven- 
son because of the same reason 
everyone else is. Because of 
Nixon. Anyone would have to 
be blind to be in the Repub- 
lican camp this year. Eisen- 
hower never really was the 
President. He’s been letting 
other people run things for the 
past four years.” 

In Bucks county, a traditional 
Republican stronghold where 
the Democrats have been mak- 
ing big gains in recent years as 
the character of the population 
changed with the growth of in- 
dustry, another housewife was 
less vehement but equally de- 
termined. , 

“We've. nothing personal 
against Ike,” she said, speak- 
ing for herself and her hus- 
band. “He’s been a good man, 
but I think he would be better 
off not being President. Neither 
of us would like to see Nixon 
President. We just can’t take 
that chance this time.”

Factors Favoring Democrats. 

The Democrats confidently 
feel the trend is in their di- 
rection.

437,000 registration edge, but 
this is less than half of what 
it was four years ago when 
President Eisenhower won by 
270,000 votes. Democratic 
registration has gone up 370,- 
000 since 1952, while the Re- 
publican registration has 
dropped 185,428. 

3. Stronger Democratic or- 
ganizations in the two largest 
cities, Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burgh. The two cities, includ- 
ing their suburban country 
areas, cast 35 per cent of the 
total state vote. Republicans 
say mournfully their Phila- 
delphia organization never 
has been weaker. In 1952, 
Philadelphia was the only. ma- 
jor city in the country to 
buck the nation-wide Eisen- 
hower trend. It increased its 
7000 majority for President 
Truman when he won in 1948 
to 160,000 for Stevenson when 
he lost in 1952. The two 
cities between them ought to 
produce a margin of 200,000 
or more for the Democratic 
ticket this year. 

4. Increasing Democratic 
strength in the small counties 
where the Republicans have 
found their most consistent 
support since the Civil War. 
The Democrats control 14 
more bare gs than they 
did in 1952 and these patron- 
age employes also are avail- 
able to deliver the vote dn 
election day. Some of these 
counties had not gone Demo- 
cratic in 100 years until the 
recent off-year elections. 


Republican Split. 

Another factor is the split 
among the Republicans. Many 
Republicans charge that Sénator 
Duff, with tactics of the “lone 
wolf,” and “rule or ruin,” has 
divided the party and caused 
the organizations to decline. For 
this reason, they will give him 
no more than lip service. 

In 1950, when he was ending 
his term as Governor, he fought 
and beat the party’s long-time 
dominant faction. That was the 
bloc led by aging Sentaor Jo- 
seph R. Grundy and by G. 
Mason Owlett, until recently na- 
tional committeeman. In .that 
campaign, Duff _ successfully 
backed John S. Fine for the 
Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor. But Fine hardly had 
taken office in Harrisburg be- 
fore he found his administration 
under Senator Duff's fire. 

During his six years in Wash- 
ington, Duff has quarreled al- 
most constantly with his Repub- 
lican colleague, Senator Edward 
H. Martin. Now Martin’s admin- 
istrative assistant, George 
Bloom, has been installed as 
Republican state chairman. This 
action so annoyed Duff that he 
declined to attend the staie 
committee meeting, even during 
his own campaign for re-elec- 
tion. 

Counting on Eisenhower. 

The Republicans, both pri- 
vately and publicly are confident 
that President Eisenhower's pop- 
ularity—far greater than that of 
the party he heads—will with- 
stana these Democratic gains. 
Most Republicans concede a 
loss in Eisenhower strength 
since 1952, but some contend 


that he will surprise the experts 


by coming out of Pennsylvania 
with more votes than four years 
ago. 

Times reporters found no evi- 
dence of the zeal that marked 
the “crusade” and turned out 
the big vote for Gen. Eisen- 
hower four years ago. It was 
sparked then by the independ- 
ent “Citizens for Eisenhower” 
groups, which are functioning 
this year with none of the spirit 
manifested four years ago. Then 
they rallied hundreds of thou- 
sands to “turn the rascals out” 
from Washington. 

The campaign issues of cor- 
ruption, Communism and Korea 
that cut deeply into Democratic 
areas four years ago are almost 
totally lacking from this year’s 
campaign in this state.

“A lot of Democrats voted for 
Eisenhower four years ago to 
help clean up their own party,” 
said one Democratic leader pri- 
vately.

No Stock in the Soil Bank 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A comparison in a national news 
magazine of the alleged skuldugger- 
ies of the most recent Republican 
and Democrat (sic) administrations 
fails to mention the Soil Bank. Sure- 
ly there are few cases in American 
history to equal the blatancy with 
which this supposed conservation 
measure is being used to buy votes. 

The purpose claimed by the Ad- 
ministration and Department of Ag- 
riculture for the Soil Bank is this: 
that it is a means whereby farmers 
will be persuaded through moderate 
compensation to take land out of 
soil-depleting surplus crops and put 
it into conservation crops. 

— ” ~ 


Even if such a plan were impar- 
tially administered, it is doomed to 
failure. The 10 per cent of farmers 
who raise the present surpluses will 
simply take their marginal acres out 
of production in return for substan- 
tial cash payments from government. 
Then they will use this “free” money 
to apply fertilizer to increase pro- 
duction on their remaining and most 
productive acres. Thus surpluses will 
not be cut and the same farmers 
who are being paid by government 
to reduce production will grow as 
much as ever. 

This would be bad enough. But 
now Soil Bank payments originally 
planned to begin in 1957 have been 
tremendously stepped up to start in 
1956, with emphasis on checks mailed 
out before Nov. 4. It is expected that 
means will be found to pour more 
than $250,000,000 into farmers’ pock- 
ets prior to that date; most of it to 
normally Republican—but today po- 

‘ litically doubtful—farmers.

The extreme example of this use 
of the people’s money to buy votes 
is the State of Iowa, which went for 
Truman in 1948, returned to the Re- 
publican fold in 1952, but is again 
on the doubtful list because of the 25 

r cent decline in farm income. It 
s stated authoritatively that 20 per 
cent of the $250,000,000 of Soil Bank 
payments slated for 1956—or in ex- 
cess of $50,000,000—has been allo 
cated to Iowa. This amounts to 
$500,000 per county or $500 a farm. 

It is interesting to compare this 
with the safely Democratic county 
in which I live and farm—and which 
has received a Soil Bank allotment 
for the balance of 1956 amounting 
to $3000 or $2.50 per farm. Two 
farmers have already qualified for 

| payments of $1600 from this total 
and it is my understanding that a 
third farmer, if he chooses not to 
plant a few acres, will take the rest.

It is true that our county con- 
tributes less to surpluses of food and 
‘fibre than do some counties in Iowa. 
\It is equally true, however, that if 
‘we are throwing the conservation 
‘and surplus-reducing aspects of Soil 
‘Bank out the window and using it 
purely to bolster farm income—then 
our county needs Soil Bank money 
more desperately than any county 
in all of Iowa. And while this is a 
single example, it can be duplicated 
hundreds of times across the United 
States. The chief difference between 
our county and Iowa is that I doubt 
whether any amount of Soil Bank 
money could swing many votes here 
to a party which seems devoted to 
the destruction of American farming.

The Scientists React 


A United Nations committee—made up of scl- 
entists from 15 countries—is meeting in New 
York to discuss the dangers of radioactive fall- 
out, This committee was formed a year ago at the 
suggestion of the United States and its work- 
program was outlined lasc April; long before 
fall-out became an American political issue. 

Quite aside from respect for scientific objec- 
tivity, this group—as an international body— 
may be expected to hold itself above current 
campaigning in the United States. It will report 
in ‘the light of the knowledge available to it. 
Yet its very appointment signifies that there is a 
threat to life and health which calls for most 
careful consideration. 

This is underscored by the impressive out- 
pouring of scientific conscience following Adlai 
E. Stevenson’s call for the United States to take 
the initiative in halting H-bomb tests. The latest 
examples of this are the indorsement of the 
Stevenson stand by 73 scientists at the Argonne 
National Laboratory of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, at Lemont, IIl., and the plea of 62 scien- 
tists of the AEC’s Brookhaven National Labora- 
tory for further discussion of the hazard of stron- 
tium-90, the poisonous isotope produced by H- 
bomb tests. 

Twenty-four scientists at St. Louis’s own Wash- 
ington University and 11 members of the physics 
faculty at Columbia University, in New York 
City, also have joined the 10 nuclear scientists 
of the California Institute of Technology who 
were rebuked by their board of trustees. 

* *® - 

Joined with the scientific supporters of the 
Stevenson plan are Ralph E. Lapp, once head of 
the nuclear physics branch of the Office of 
Naval Research; David Hill, former president of 
the Federation of American Scientists; Prof. 
Milton Burton, director of the Notre Dame radi- 
ation laboratory, and A. V. Bushkovitch, profes- 
sor of physics at St. Louis University. 

Against this imposing array of scientists 
aroused to speak out their deep inner convic- 
tions are 12 scientists, rounded up by members 
of the Committee of Arts and Sciences for 
Eisenhower, who support further H-bomb tests. 

Alfred H. Weber, director of the department 
of physics at St. Louis University, while sympa- 
thetic with the Stevenson proposal, opposed it in 
principle as “legislation against scientific experi- 
mentation.” 

The statement of 12, written by the few spon- 
sors and agreed to by the others over telephone, 
also supports the Eisenhower Administration 
policy of requiring a general disarmament agree- 
ment before H-bomb tests are stopped. : 

This statement therefore smacks largely of 
the political both in its initiation and its content. 

The statements of the scientists against H- 
bomb tests, to the contrary, speak as from a 
deep inner compulsion rising above partisanship. 

“There is,” say the Washington University 
scientists, “no issue before the American people 
today of more immediate and paramount impor- 
tance than the determination of what our role 
shall be in the control and diversion to peace- 
time uses of atomic energy. Tests already 
completed have burdened the upper atmosphere 
with radioactive materials which continue to fall 
on the earth, contaminate our food and become 
incorporated into human organs. The public 
must be given an opportunity to evaluate the 
many moral, political and scientific questions 

. raised by this proposal of Mr. Stevenson.”

The Columbia physicists assert that “we wel- 
come the initiation of open discussion,” con- 
cerned as they are with “the possibility” that 
nuclear explosions will “pose a threat to the 
health or even the life of the human race.” 

Still other scientists should speak out as these 
have done, for, while the responsibility to con- 
trol these terrible new powers for good or evil 
are aS universal as life itself, it rests with a: 
special emphasis on the scientific fraternity 
which loosed those powers. 

At stake is survival, which we might lose even 
though the peoples of this planet were at what 
is called, sometimes inexactly, peace. 

The American people owe it to themselves 
and the civilization of which they are a part to 
discuss seriously and thoroughly the H-bomb 
and is implications. They should welcome de- 
bate on the possibility of ending nuclear tests. 
They ought to be grateful to Gov. Stevenson for 
bringing it to the fore and to the scientists who 
also take the view that a special responsibility 
for initiative, with adequate safeguards, rests on 
the United States. 
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Above the Halfway Point 
It is good to see that contributions and pledges 
to the United Fund have now passed the half- 
way mark.

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The Doctors’ Hasty ‘No’ 

The St. Louis Medical Society has rejected a 
proposal by its own agency, Blue Shield, to es- 
tablish fixed fees for the care of those in the 
lower income hrackets. Without considering 
such details as how these brackets would be de- 
fined, we wonder whether this vote strengthened 
the form of medical economics to which most 
doctors are so ardently devoted. 

Even the most comprehensive and expensive 
forms of private health insurance involve fee 
schedules, top limits on what the insurance com- 
panies will pay. These are necessary, of course, 
if the companies are to protect themselves 
against unlimited liability. Patients who can af- 
ford these more expensive policies generally 
also can afford the difference between what 
the insurance firm pays and the doctor’s total 
fee. This is not so where incomes are low. 

Yet medical care cannot be limited to a pa- 
tient’s ability to pay. Social considerations as 
well as humanitarianism dictate that he .must 
be helped to full recovery, if that is possible. 
If he cannot count on such care under a volun- 
tary insurance plan, what are the alternatives? 
Treatment in already over-crowded and under- 
staffed public hospitals is hardly possible, and 
a considerable enlargement of ,such institutions 
would not be easy on the taxpayers. The other 
possibility is even more distasteful to the pro- 
fession: government-backed compulsory insur- 
ance and fees fixed by law to prevent exploita- 


tion. of such a government health plan, 
If medical men do not take the lead in solv- 
ing this problem on a private basis, what will 
come next? A very real need must be met by 
more than a hastily considered “No.”

Change in Poland 
Just in case Americans should be too happy 
in Poland, 


new Polish Communist boss, is no friend of 
democracy or of the United States. 

Surely it is mot, necessary to convince anyone 
that a Communist is not a democrat. The point 
is hardly relevant. The significance of Gomulka 
is not that he opposes the United States but 
that he opposes Russian control of Poiand. 

Gomulka is indeed a hard-boiled Communist. 
He paid for it with jail sentences in pre-war 
Poland; he gained from it after the war when 
he became one of the three most powerful men 
in Communist Poland. 

But Gomulka is also a Pole, and a nationalist. 
He was driven from power in 1949 by the Stalin 
purges of “Titoists,” but was one of the few of 
these who was not executed. Thus he survived 
into this restive period of Communism-by-com- 
mittee. And now he has been elected first secre- 
tary of the Polish Communist party. 

Beyond that, GomulRa returned to power on 
his own terms, despite Nikita Khrushchev’s 
quick visit to Warsaw. The two “Moscow” men 
in the Polish government, Jacob Berman and 
economic boss Hilary Minc, were ousted. Former 
Soviet Marshal Rokossovsky was voted out of 
the Politburo. Polish troops fired on and halted 
Russian troops trying to cross the frontier. In 
the end, Gofmulka told the Communist world in 
a biting speech, “There is more than one road 
to Socialism.” 

This could prove a deadly doctrine for Rus- 
sian control of international Communism. But 
so far Moscow has glossed over events in Poland, 
where the alternative might be a shooting break 
in Communist ranks. 

How should the United States regard these 
events? Secretary of State Dulles has said this 
country is not “meddling” in Polish affairs, 
which is a sensible distance from his old slogan 
about “liberating the satellites.” But both Secre- 
tary Dulles and Adlai Stevenson regard the 
Polish story as encouraging, and indeed it is. 

Poland, like Yugoslavia before it, proves 
that there are purely national forces at work 
which can prevent the formation of a solid in- 
ternational Communist bloc. And it is the inter- 
national power of Communism, and not domesti- 
cated Marxism, which threaten the world. 

What is true of Poland today and of Yugo- 
slavia yesterday may be true of other Commu- 
nist nations tomorrow, even including Red China, 
as our British allies suspect. A realistic Ameri- 
can policy would encourage defections among 
Communist states and treat none as a lost cause.

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Public Contract, Party Contract? 

Edmund F. Mansure almost tripped in trying 
to put his best foot forward in testimony on the 
Nicaro nickel deal. The former head of the Gen- 
eral Services Administration swore to House 
investigators that Leonard Hall, G.O.P. national 
chairman, had no part in selection of contractors 
for the big Government project. Then he con- 
ceded that Mr. Hall’s hostility to giving public 
jobs to “Democratic” firms delayed the contract. 

In short, the Nicaro contractor, Frederick 
Snare Corp., had to get political clearance just 
as one of its former officers said. Randall Cre- 
mer had testified that Chairman Hall had asked 
him how the Snare firm had supported the Re- 
publican party. Cremer said he assured Hall that 
“we have no Democrats in the higher brackets 
and believe none in the lower.” 

Mr. Mansure was clearer about the Nicaro 
deal the first time—some inonths before he 
suddenly resigned as GSA chief last February. 
He had said he regarded such matters of public 
business as “part of the patronage system.” 
Later Mr. Mansure admitted his statement was 
ill-advised, which it undoubtedly was. But at 
least it was straightforward. The $43,000,000 
Nicaro contract was dipped in Republican party 
politics right up to the fine print.

The Whistle for Radio-Strategy 


Those electronic helmets adopted by the Cleve- 
land Browns and under consideration by other 
football teams have been outlawed by Bert Bell, 
commissioner of the National Professional Foot- 
ball League.

There has been a big, stinking mess 
in Springfield and the voters should 
register their outraged resentment. 

The Hodge thefts, for which the Gov- 
ernor had no direct responsibility and 
in which he had no share, are the big- 
gest part of the mess. 

Mr. Stratton’s responsibility for the 
Hodge case is indirect and limited. It 
includes the ease with which he ap- 
proved a startling increase in the ap- 
propriation for Hodge's office in the 
second two years of Hodge’s term. 

Stratton’s responsibility includes his 
failure, as a member of the Illinois 
Budgetary Commission, to do anything 
toward auditing the <Auditor’s office. 

This mess includes the Governor’s 
use of Hodge as a lobbyist with the 
Legislature for the administration’s 
most important bills. 

Apparently, the Governor made no 
close inquisy into the methods by 
which Hodge persuaded the legislators. 

After the Daily News disclosed the 
forged checks that proved Hodge to be 
an embezzler, Gov. Stratton acted vigor- 
ously and correctly. We have only 
praise for the way he got Hodge out of 
office; off the Republican ticket, and 
headed toward the penitentiary, 


Long List of Scandals 


But for weeks prior to the disclosure 
of these checks, the Daily News had 
been exposing the payroll padding in 
Hodge’s office and the exhaustion in 
some 11 months of certain special funds. 

During these weeks, Gov. Stratton 
belittled these exposures and defended 
Hodge. 

Another mess is the operation of the 
State Insurance Department, for which 
the Governor is directly responsible. 

Still another is Stratton’s tolerance 
of Evan Howell as chairman of the 
Toll Road Commission long after How- 
ell had demonstrated his unfitness. 

Another mess is the record of Charles 
Fleck as Public Administrator of Cook 
county. Fleck is Stratton’s appointee. 

Fleck put $1,000,000—nearly a third 
of all the money in his custody—into 
the Southmoor Bank & Trust Co., 
whose president, Edward A. Hintz, set 
up the system of cashing Hodge’s fraud- 
ulent warrants. 

By his own statement, Fleck started 
collecting “campaign funds” for 1956 
early in 1953, immediately after Strat- 
ton took office. In 1955 he took $4000 
from Hintz. 

When the scandal broke, Fleck with- 
drew the Administrator’s deposit from 
the bank and returned the $4000. 

Despite the record, Stratton an- 
nounced twb days ago he is keeping 
Fleck as Public Administrator and 
manager of a campaign office. 

Another mess at Springfield was the 
Dunbar food-trucking contract made 
by Vernon Nickell, State Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction. It has been 
the subject of congressional investiga- 
tion and criminal indictments. 


Disaster of 1948 Recalled 


The contract was made while Adlal 
Stevenson was Governor, and Stratton 
had no responsibility for it. But in 
1954 Stratton tried to persuade Nickell 
to be the Republican candidate for 
United States Senator. 

What about the Insurance Depart- 
ment? : 

Stratton appointed as insurance di- 
rector the late Robert E. Barrett, 
brother of George F. Barrett, whose 
record as Attorney General helped to 
bring the Republican party to disaster 
in 1948. Midway of the’ term Robert 
Barrett died. 

Forthwith Stratton appointed to the 
same office another stooge of George 
Barrett’s—Justin T. McCarthy. The 
two Barretts and McCarthy were all 
connected with an insurance company 
that the Barretts had acquired while 
George was Attorney General. 

Its old management was under of- 
ficial investigation by the Attorney 


General at the time the Barretts as- 
sumed control—a transaction surely to 
be condemned as severely as Hodge's 
acquisition of stock in a bank that was 
under his jurisdiction. Stratton knew 
all about it when he appointed Robert 
Barrett. 

It has recently been disclosed how 
George Barrett earns fees as a lawyer 
in private practice from companies 
obliged to do business with the In- 
surance Department. 

What about Evan Howell and the 
toll road? 

Immediately after Howell took office, 
he organized a toll road association 
whose purpose was to collect heavy dues

from financial institutions, contractors 
and suppliers of materials. 

When the press raised an outcry, 
Gov. Stratton stopped the shakedown 
association, but kept Howell. For a 
long time, Howell luxuriated in fan- 
tastic expense accounts while main- 
taining three private law offices. 


These are the major counts against 
Stratton. A minor count is the shifty 
way he has found other jobs for em- 
ployes he had fired for good cause. 


In many other respects, Stratton has 
been a good Governor—an excellent 
Governor. He has been an efficient 
administrator of most of the depart- 
ments under his control. 


Austin’s Integrity Is Needed 


The state must always be grateful to 
him for his leadership in reapportion- 
ment. Many of his predecessors had 
attempted it but failed. 

But our criticisms are of a kind that 
are not readily balanced and offset. 
They point out a kind of callousness 
that invites the moral deterioration of 
government, no matter how prudent 
and efficient the Governor may other- 
wise be. 

The defeat of Stratton involves the 
election of Richard B. Austin, and we 
recommend it. 

The case for Austin is his record 
for incorruptibility and integrity. 


It happens that these are qualities 
of which Springfield is in desperate 
need. For our part, we are hopeful that 
when Austin is elected, he will develop 
the administrative skill that the office 
requires. 

This we cannot guarantee, but we are 
willing to take the chance.

Between Book Ends 


Another Young Girl's. Fancy 


THE FRONTIERS OF LOVE, by Diana Chang. (Ran- 
dom House, 246 pgs.; $3.50.) 

All through the year a young girl's 
fancy seriously turns to thoughts of 
love—that is, if the recent output of 
young feminine novelists is a criterion. 
On the wave of such successes as Fran- 
coise Sagan and similar precocious fic- 
tional adolescents comes an Eurasian 
entry into the lists. Diana Chang’s con- 
tribution to this most fascinating of all 
fantasies for the youthful is a story of 
three young Eurasians in Shanghai. 

For her scene she has chosen Shang- 
hai, the fabulous city on the Whang- 
poo. The time is in the closing days of 
World War II. What interest the story 
commands is due in large part to this 
choice of a twilight hour when the 
Japanese occupation is at its ebb. 
With this real and intense drama as a 
backdrop, she has tried to make dra- 
matic the love affairs of Sylvia and 
Feng and Mimi. They live between 
the two worlds of white and Chinese 
but belong to neither. 

If we forgive an ambitious pub 
lisher’s comparison tg Andre Malraux’s 
“Man’s Fate,” there still remains con- 
jecture as to what might have been if 
another and more mature hand had 
done the writing. 

There, along Shanghai’s wide Bund, 
amid the gimcrack buildings of Nan- 
king road, and out along the leisurely 
lawns of the French CGoncession, the 
last scenes of the Old China Hand were 
played as the foreigner bowed out of 
his citadel of pride and profit forever. 
There, in the Hongkew Gardens and on 
narrow Szechuan road, red-turbaned 
Sikhs presided most partially over that 
charming and sad procession of half- 
castes, classified casually and con- 
temptuously as Eurasian. 

There, the ragged and miserable 
ricksha coolie had starved, among gii- 
tering limousines carrying retired war- 
lords and their concubines. Out in the 
forgotten blackness of the Native City, 
a million Chinese lived and died, 
abused and exploited alike under Chi- 
nese or Japanese invader. 

This is no easy task for a young be- 
ginner. It’s fair to say that Miss Chang 
did not try her hand at much of it, 
concerned as she was with her trio of 
teen-agers on love's frontier. But the 
suffering mass, the enormous event, 
still creep through to make her young- 
sters insignificant and meaningless. 
Much of the time her characters (with 
Sylvia representing Diana herself, we 
suspect) are engaged in discovering the 
obvious —that love casts enchanting 
spells, that it spins with delight and 
burns with tears. But why chide Miss 
Chang; youth is the age for perpetual 
re-discovery of youth and love. 

Miss Chang is at the right age for 
such a book, the unconscious spokes- 
man for her own naivete. If at times it 
all seems childish, it also is touching.

Small Nations’ Mission 
ISRAEL AND THE UNITED NATIONS, Prepered for 
the Carnegie Endowment for International Peace. 

(Manhattan Publishing Co., 322 pgs., $3.) 

In a penetrating way this little book, 
written by a distinguished Study Group 
set up by the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem, examines the relation be- 
tween a young State—Israel—and the 
organ that gave it birth—the United 
Nations, While much of the discussion 
centers around the problems that are 
closest to the heart of Israel, i.e., Arab- 
Israel relations, attention also is paid 
to some global problems. 

Concerning the “colonial .problem,” 
this book records a gradual evolution 
from strong support of all emancipa- 
tion movements to a more moderate 
position which recognizes the desir- 
ability of avoiding the use of violence, 
Israel takes also a moderate position 
on the veto in the Security Council, in 
that it does not want to see it elimi- 
nated. 

Most ‘important perhaps, Israel be- 
lieves that small nations in the U.N. 
have a mission too. In their very dis- 
interestedness and passionate need for 
security, they are best qualified to 
search out the common ground between 
conflicting interests and to assert the 
persistent need for mediation.

Angelo Inciso Accused of 
Illegally Receiving 
$420,268.

CHICAGO, Oct. 23 (UP)—A 
federal grand jury today 
charged Angelo Inciso with il- 
legally receiving $420,267 from 
members of the union he headed 
and from their employers. 


The 22-count indictment speci- 
fied violation of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act, in that Inciso is al- 
leged to have collected money 
for a welfare fund that wasn’t 
properly established. Convic- 
tion could carry a fine of up 
to $220,000 and a séntence of 
as much as 22 years. { 


Inciso, who was born in New 
York in 1913, was president of 
United Industrial Workers of 
America Amalgamated Local 
286, an auto workers’ union. 
The local was expelled from the 
AFL last April and has been 
losing membership since then. 
He told Senate investigators re- 
cently he was no longer presi- 
dent of the union and that it 
was being managed by a group 
of business agents. 

Inciso forwarded only part of 
the money collected for the wel- 
fare fund to insurance company, 
the indictment charged, and the 
remainder was mingled with 
other union funds and spent for

OR the past four months we have had the pleasure 

of searching for a house or apartment in Paris.

ART BUCHWALD leases on apartments 
for which they pay controlled rents averaging any- 
where from $300 to $700 a year. The lessees rent 
their apartments from $1500 to $5000 a year, through 
agents who collect a month's rent from the person 
looking for the apartment. Naturally, very few of the 
apartments include heat in the rental fee, and this 
additional charge runs around $30 to $70 a month. 
Thus Paris solves its housing problems far easier than 
its Suez problems. 

If it were just a question of paying the high rent, 
things wouldn't be so tough. But each apartment 
seems to have its own special little catch to it. 

In many we looked at, the owners-insisted on living 
in the apartment as well, and in two cases they in- 
sisted on sharing the kitchen. One man said we could 
have his apartment at $400 a month if we could ar- 
range for his daughter to get into American motion 
pictures. One look at the daughter, and the deal was

é6 T OWARD THE UNKNOWN,” at the FOX THEATER, 


is similar to, and quite as good as, “Strategic Air 
Command,” in that it depicts very graphically and 
thrillingly a phase of United States Air Force operations. 
“// It is about the testing of advance experi- 
yy Zz mental planes at Edwards Air Base in 
@ California, and concerns itself particularly 
with the problems, both scientific and 
psychological, arising out of the develop- 
ment of the Bell X-2 rocket plane, the tiny 
ship which shot to an altitude of 120,000 
feet, and reached the tremendous speed of 
2200 miles an hour a month ago before crashing and killing 
the pilot. 

There are some beautiful, breathtaking shots in Warner 
Color of the X-2 and another, bigger plane given the fic- 
titious name of the Gilbert XF-120. Just to watch the X-2, 
released from the belly of a B-29, shoot straight up like an 
anti-aircraft shell is a magnificent sight in itself. Lt. Col. 
Pete Everest, famous test pilot, piloted the X-2 for the 
movie sequences, doubling for William Holden. 

To give dramatic substance to the spectacular aerial 
photography, Beirne Lay Jr., himself a former Army pilot, 
has written a tight, sound screenplay, which gives you the 
impression of authenticity all the way through. He has 
Holden, as a famous fighter pilot, a major, who broke down 
under a year of brainwashing in Korea and signed a germ- 
war “confession,” and is trying to erase the stigma by 
daring test-flying. Loyd Nolan is the grim and determined 
general who is working himself to death at the field in 
driving forward the experimental program, and who in- 
sists on doing test-piloting of such a punishing nature it's 
beyond the physical capacity of his years. Charles McGraw 
is a colonel and executive officer mixed up in the personal 
drdma surrounding the tests. Virginia Leith, a very lovely 
girl, indeed, brings romance in rationally as the general's 
secretary—after all, home-based generals DO have to have 
civilian secretaries, and they might as well be beautiful. 

All these aviation test and development plots have to, 
by the very nature of things, run in a similar pattern, but 
though this is predictable, it is so skillfully done that it 
doesn’t matter. Holden gives his usual forceful per- 
formance. So does Nolan, and all Hands make the quiet 
heroics seem very realistic indeed. This is the sort of thing 
the movies alone can do properly, and I can recommend it.

Preparing a Wall for Paint. 
ERE we have an inside wall 
covered with wallpaper and 
here we have a can of good 

quality’ wall paint. We want to 


done before the paint is applied 
to insure a good looking job. 

First let’s get rid of the wall- 

—— that is always 
ainting over the 
panee. “The t way to do this 
removal job is with a steamer, 
but if you only have one or 
two walis to do, the paper can 
be removed simply with water 
and a broad putty knife. 

Take a sponge and dampen 
the paper with warm water. 
Now start at the top and with 
the aid of the putty knife strip 
the paper off in vertical sec- 
tions. Don’t use any more 
water than is required to soften 
the paste because excess water 
also will soften the plaster 
so that it will be easily gouged 
by the putty knife. 


Once the paper is off, take 
a clean sponge and fresh water 
and rinse off the small traces 
of paper and paste that have 
been left. Now, while the wall 
is drying you can go to work 
and fill in any small holes, 
cracks and rough spots. For 
the small holes and rough spots 
and minor cracks, use spackle. 
Large cracks should be. cut out 
so that the inside is wider than 
the outside, the sides then 


dampened and the crack filled 
with patching plaster. 

Let the patching plaster come 
almost level with the surround- 
ing surface and when the patch 
is dry, level it off with spackle. 
When the spackle is dry, sand 
until smooth and perfectly flush 
with the rest of the wall. High 
spots on the wall can be sanded 
smooth and rough spots 
smoothed out with spackle. 
When the spackle is dry, prime 
it with a coat or so of paint. 
When this is dry, you can go 
ahead and paint the wall.

THIS PASSION FOR LIGHTING matches which your 
daughter expresses is a little more common in boys than 
in girls, but it is not too unusual.

Unlike the case with boys, we have never 
known a girl who set a real fire by doing this. So prob- 
ably it isn’t actually too dangerous, from a practical point 
of view. 

Some psychiatrists seem to feel that a sexual drive can 
be at the basis of fire setting. This may or may not be the 
case. But you could at least try to have her spend more 
time with her father—taking walks, reading, talking. If on 
these walks she could come to talk more freely with her 
father, he might be able to help her through this period. 

Sometimes a behavior like this persists for a while and 
then with the teens disappears, without our ever knowing 
exactly why the child does it or what it means to him.

Killarneys New American Landlord 


Florida Promoter Buys Famed Lake Area for $300,000—Others Wonder What the Gimmick Is

But the Gold Coast real 
estate boys are buzzing incredu- 
lously these days, wondering 
what's.the gimmick of 59-year- 
old J. Stuart Robertson, an un- 
known skyrocketing toward 
fame. Robertson, a husky, un- 
smiling six-footer, with an un- 
tidy gray mustache, jumped 
from nn A by peeling out 
nearly $300,000 to become the 
new landlord of the storied 
Lakes of Killarney in Ireland. 


For this price, Robertson 
took control of 8500 acres of 
picturesque Irish countryside 
which sons of the sod revere as 
a shrine. Lined with rolling, 
cloud-shrouded hills and pocked 
with lakelands, the vast estate 
includes the crumbling four- 
teenth century Ross Castle, Ken- 
mare Manor (30-room castle 
once the residence of Earls of 
Kenmare), deer-stocked stalk- 
ing preserves, lower and middle 
lakes of Killarney, 100 lake 
islands, woodlands, fishing 
streams, tenants’ cottages, e 
sawmill and a guided-tour sys- 
tem reaping $5000 a year. 

Not the least of the intangible 
assets are historic legends 
fraught with tales of ghosts, 
war and murder. 


Yet despite the immensity of ° 


Killarney’s size and its charm, 
why did Robertson buy it—and 
under restrictions prohibiting 
exploitation and real estate de- 
velopment? 


“I’ve got a lot of ideas, but 
no plans,” Robertson says 
vaguely. 


Imbued with Irish charm 
straight from the Old Country, 
Robertson was born into—and 
grew up in—an atmosphere 
more profitable than poetic. His 
grandfather, Patrick, a landed 
Scotsman, moved to Ireland’s 
County Kilkenny in the early 
1800s and married a daughter 
of Erin. 

Patrick’s son, James Patrick, 
migrated to the United States 
and settled in Chicago in 1888 
as an English shipping firm 
representative. He married a 
girl of Irish descent, Margaret 
Mae Cannon, niece of the 
famed Republican Speaker of 
the House of Representatives, 
Uncle Joe Cannon. 


James Patrick founded a 
highly successful shipping firm, 
and made a fortune on the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade. This busi- 
ness acumen was passed along 
to his son, J. Stuart, but just 
as naturally the son had no 
knack for formal schooling. 


In J. Stuart’s sophomore year 
in high school, an _ irritated 
teacher handed him his hat and 
coat and told him to leave. J. 
Stuart did, and he never re- 
turned. He went to work for 
his father, first as an errand 
boy, then as a clerk, learning 
the. shipping business from 
stem to stern. At 17, his father 
got him a congressional ap-

pointment to West Point, but 
J. Stuart turned it down. 

After World War I—he was 
a stateside second lieutenant— 
he married a Wisconsin girl. 
They had two daughters, both 
now living in Los Angeles with 
their children. 

Robertson and his wife 
moved to New York, where he 
founded his own shipping busi- 
ness. About 1935, he counted 
up his financial blessings and 
talked about moving to Ireland 
and retiring. His wife disap- 
proved.

N 1939, Robertson picked up 
| ana went to Japan as repre- 

sentative for several shipping 
firms, but war clouds sent him 
scurrying back to the United 
States. After Pearl Harbor, he 
donned an Army uniform again 
and served in England direct- 
ing port operations for the 
Transportation Corps. 

He divorced his wife, was dis- 
charged from the Army and 
came to Florida in the mid- 
1940s where he jumped into 
real estate and married Phila- 
delphia-born Whitney Miivani, 
a striking blonde. Both Rob- 
ertson and his wife are listed 
in the Social Register, but 
neither is distinguished in the 


blue-blood set of this Palm 
Beach-Boca Raton area 50 miles 
north of Miami. 

But while social figures dis- 
dainfully say that Robertson 
hitched onto social connections 
through personal promotion, he 
nevertheless is an entertaining, 
suave and socially acceptable 
figure. 

He and his wife live modest- 
ly in a hotel with their Afghan 
hound, and drive a Jaguar and 
a station wagon. 

Mrs. Robertson is a member 
of several Palm Beach clubs 
and spends her time at sculp- 
ture. But Robertson has no 
hobbies. He plainly is a busi- 
ness man through and through. 

He rises early and is usually 
tracking real estate prospects 
by 8 a.m., performing sales 
pitches occasionally in one of 
two small offices he maintains, 
but mostly in a restaurant, at 
home, in the front seat of an 
automobile or on a boat. 


He was involved for a time 
in an exclusive apartment-hotel 
development near Boynton 
Beach on the estate of the late 
Robert McCormick, publisher of 
the Chicago Tribune.

ROUNDWORK for purchase

when Robertson dropped 
some of his real estate activities 
and went into the fashionable 
Boca Raton Club as an execu- 
tive. The owner, J. Meyer 
Schine, appointed Robertson ex- 
ecutive vice president. Last year 
Robertson left the club under 
circumstances which neither he 
nor Schine spelled out. 


But less than a year later, in 
March this year, Robertson 
pulled one of the biggest busi- 
ness coups in recent years. He 
brought together Schine and 
niulti-millionaire Arthur Vining 
Davis and arranged to have the 
immense hotel and adjoining 
golf courses, beaches and yacht 
= sold to Davis for $22,500,- 


It was the commission from 
the sale—probably close to $1,- 
000,000—which enabled him to 
purchase Killarney, although 
Robertson says that actually at 
first he didn’t intend to buy it. 


He read that the Killarney 
property was up for sale, wrote 
English brokers for details, then 
set out not to buy it, but to in- 
terest Davis in buying. 

Davis showed no interest in 
Killarney so Robertson decided 
to buy the property himself.

trice Grosvenor, inherited the 
vast little “kingdom” in 1952 
from the seventh Earl of Ken- 
mare, but couldn't pay inher- 
itance taxes and was forced to 
sell.

TIPULATIONS of the pur- 
G chase included Robertson's 
written promise never to sub- 
divide Killarney land or to ex- 
ploit its charms with typically 
American tourist attractions. 


Moreover, he pledged no au- 
tomobiles-—— except his own — 
would be allowed anywhere on 
the immense estate, a conces- 
sion to time-honored jarveys of 
the estate whose picturesque 
little horse-drawn carts bear 
sightseers on tours of the roll- 
ing hills and lakelands. 

Since Killarney’s tranquil— 
but practically non-utilitarian— 
— provides largely a re- 
treat for a landed sportsman or 
retiring playboy, Robertson — 
being uninterested in most 
sporting endeavors—simply will 
have to meditate on his king- 
dom's future character. 

It's likely, however, that with- 
out altering the- landscape 
Robertson will breed thorough- 
bred horses or, as he quipped, 
bottle Irish whisky labeled 
Lakes of Killarney. 


As an immigrant’s son, 
Robertson has made full circle, 
returning to the country and 
traditions of his forebears. 


Killarney was founded by the 
Earls of Kenmare under royal 
grant of Queen Elizabeth I. 
In the lower lake—largest area 
of the estate with 4885 acres-— 
are ruins of the ancient Abbey 
of St. Finian Lobhar, inhabited 
once by Augustinian friars, 


In a boathouse nearby is a 
barge built in 1861, used only 
once to transport Queen Vic- 
toria across the lake to Galena 
for a brief visit. 


Legends of Killarney abound. 
Eeriest is that of The O’Donog- 
hue, one of the rulers of ancient 
Killarney. It is said that every 
seventh year on a certain May 
morning the ghost of The 
O'Donoghue can be seen gallop- 
ing across the lower lake atop 
a white charger. 


Still other legends tell of a 
faithless lover hurling his fair 
young maiden to her death from 
a mountain crest and the mystic 
tactics of ghost-like clans which 
marauded and captured Ross 
Castile, now a crumbling rubble 
covered by vine.

But 
how often will the look at dum- 
my provided by the safe open- 
ing enable the defense to find 
the way to the maximum set? 
West didn't really think declarer 
had a chance. 


The diamond lead was ruffed 
and South's heart queen went 
to East's ace.

NEW YORK. 

HERE is a book just pub- 

lished which, 1 think, any- 

one interested in the prb- 
lem of civil rights in this 
country will find stimulating 
and enlightening. 

“Proud Shoes,” by Pauli Mur- 
ray, is the story of an American 
family, and it is, I suppose, a 
biography of her grandparents, 
but it reads like a novel in 
many parts. Here and there 
Pauli Murray may go into too 
great detail, but perhaps the 
reader would not get the full 
flavor and feel of the story and 
its people without all of this. 

This is an American story 
about American people. The 
roots of the family lay in slav- 
ery and then came the long 
hard years of freedom which 
were never really freedom. 

* _ . 

PAULI MURRAY is the great- 
granddaughter who chronicles 
the background of her grand- 
father, whose story she really 
tells. The struggle of her grand. 
father to join the army ard 
fight in the Civil War is a dra- 
matic story. What courage and 
persistence this man had. 

I want to quote one passage: 

“In later years I realized how 
very much their (grandparents 
and aunts) wealth had consisted 
of intangibles. They had little 
of the world’s goods and less of 
its recognition, but they had 
forged enduring values for 
themselves which they tried to 
pass on to me. 

“IT would have need of these 
resources when I left the rug- 
ged security of grandfather's 
house and found myself in the 
maze of terrifying forces which 
I could neither understand nor 
cope with. While my folks could 
not shield me from the impact 
of these forces, with their own 
courage and strength they could 
teach me to withstand them.”

AS YOU READ this story you 
will understand better the cour- 
age and the great strength of 
the Negro people who have 
slowly forged ahead, both in 
the North and in the South. 

Most of us in this country 
greatly admire the remarkable 
strength and courage shown by 
Negroes in Alabama in fighting 
for a change in local conditions, 
yet doing it without violence or 
bitterness. “Proud Shoes” ex- 
plains the trials and the back- 
ground from which this strength 
has grown. 

I think this book is American 
history which all American citi- 
zens should read. It will bring 
pride to our Negro citizens and 
greater understanding to all of 
us who, though of another race, 
are part of the human brother- 
hood and are citizens of the 
same country which all of us 
love in the same way.

IGHTY years ago two lead- 
F ing New York Republicans, 

John C. Reid and Zachariah 
Chandler, sent telegrams to the 
heads of their party organiza- 
tion in three Southern states, 
saying: 

“Hayes is elected if we have 
carried South Carolina, Florida 
and Louisiana, Can you hold 
your state?” 

The telegrams were sent 
after the voting had been com- 
pleted, but before the returns 
had been certified. 

The states mentioned were 
at that time, under the control 
of the so-called “carpetbag gov- 
ernments” in several Southern 
states, 

Q. Whe received more popu- 
lar votes in the Hayes-Tilden 
election? 

A. Tilden. 

Q. What was the difference? 

A. According to the Republi- 
can count, Tilden had 246,000 
more votes than Hayes. The 
Democratic count gave Tilden 
264,000 more votes. There was 
only a small difference (16,000 
votes) but the difference was 
enough to decide the electoral 
votes of three states. 

Q. What happened? 

A. An electoral commission 
was appointed, and the mem- 
bers voted on party lines. Eight 
Republicans accepted the Re-
